THE FRESIDINT: How does this evidence bear on the Reich 
Cabinet? 

DR. KUBUSCHOK: The witness knows conditions in the Ministry 
of Justice, and fran nis own activities. I am limiting mysolf to 3 few 
especial cases in one ministry, I have no more questions on this point. 
I beLieve the witness is almost finished with his answer e 

A The Schw:rze Korps repeatedly promised to publish the sentences, 
but did not keep their promisese The Ministry of Justice had occasion to 
hold conferences with the Presid i of tho Courts of Appears, but took 
advantage of these occasions to 52y that if they should peint out to the 
Justices their intentions and ary definite cascs which they had to report 
to the Ministry. 

Q In caset known to you, did thelinistry of Justice take steps 
in eases of mistre:tnent in concentration camps? 

a I know cf cases where the Ministry cf Justice took steps, in 
cases in which he was WT Ce IH 1933 two lawyers, employed in the 
Ministry of Justice, wercasdigned the task of investigating all cases 
reported to thin, and following them up with great enphasise This was 
done, and in many cases, sentence was passed. Since 1939, the special 
jurisdiction of the 8S was withdrawn from the jurisdiction of the 
Ministry of Justica. 

Q What were the personal relations of the Ministers to Hitler? 

A4 I believe one must make a distinction between Hitler's relation 
to theparty ministers and the noneparty ministers, If they did not belong 
to the Party, they were distant, he didn't trust theme As to the Party 
Ministers, tle relationship varied greatlye I believe, for example, thet 
Ministers Rust and Darre woronot as close to him as Goering and Goebbelse 
But the Pabty members, too, Hitler did not trust completclye This is 
shown by the faet that as far as I know, even Party members for ycars 


wcrenot admitted to report to the Fuahrere 


Q Wasthe circle of close confidence of the Ministers comparatively 


s mall? 


Yes, very small, To my knowledge it was limited to a few person:

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Q Did Hitler take measures tc orevent cooperation of the Ministers 
cr personal contact among themselves? 

Hitler's point of view was that frequent meetings of tne Cabinet 
Members was undesirable. From !38 on he emphatically rejected all attompts 
to form a Cabinet, even expressly prohibibed unofficial mectings smh as 
a "beer evening," 

Q Did you and Minister of Justice Guertner, before theoutbreak of 
war, know anything bout Hitler's plans? 

A Noe I may remark that I had the intention in the late summer 
of #39 to take a cure in Marienba 7 For that reason, as the situation was 
tense, I asked the Minister of Ju ice what he thought abcut it, and he 
said, "Go right aheade I consid: it impossible that there will be any hos- 
tilitics."
